Rehabilitation in 
Canada and Puerto Rico 
Editor: 

I have been interested in the 
article in your November and 
December, 1954, issues en- 
titled, “The Key to Rehabili- 
tation,” written by Dr. Wil- 
liam Zucker. 

What he is saying is com- 
pletely true, and very much 
more important and urgent 
than most people think. 

However, I would suggest 
that thought should be given 
to what has been done for 
many years in Ontario, where 
rehabilitation of the injured 
workman started as a major 
project in this hemisphere. All 
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the things Dr. Zucker advo- 
cates are being done there, 
and have been done since 1932. 

Indeed, under the United 
States flag in Puerto Rico, a 
plan under the State Insur- 
ance Fund has been going for 
a number of years, and is 
functioning in a manner that 
Dr. Zucker would approve. 

Having been in this rehab- 
ilitation work for the last 35 
years, I do not agree with the 
remarks of Dr. Rusk as quoted 
in the article. It is stated that 
“rehabilitation is a medical 
specialty” and that “there is 
no reason in the world why 
the surgeon, in the garden 
variety of patients, should not 
do rehabilitation.” 

The special rehabilitation 
that is necessary for the in- 
jured worker requires rehab- 
ilitation centers, and many of 
them, to treat the mild cases 
which, if not treated, become 
serious, as well as to treat the 
serious cases. Very few doc- 
tors have the experience, 
equipment, or interest to pro- 
vide a full rehabilitation pro- 


gram; and such a program 
should not be withheld from 


any case. 


The statement that “by its 
very nature rehabilitation can-

not be attained through com- 
pulsion” should be, I think, 
examined. Some compulsion 
is necessary; and in 35 years 
of rehabilitating many thou- 
sands of injured workmen, I 
have seen very little evidence 
that an injured workman, re- 
alizing that he is getting what 
is his right, reacts unfavorab- 
ly on being told and made to 
do things that maybe are pain- 
ful or disagreeable to him.

Compulsion is also neces- 
sary in abolishing the free 
choice of doctors. There is 
ample proof that this simply 
will not work. There has to be 
compulsion in sending the pa- 
tients to the medical man es- 
pecially equipped for this 
work — the doctor whose job 
is to cooperate with the re- 
habilitation set-up. 

Such a regulated system is 
in force in all the Workmen’s 
Compensation Boards across 
Canada, and in Puerto Rico. 
There is no reason why it 
should not hold in the United 
States. 

A wise and beneficent com- 
pulsion or regulation is very 
much better than a chaotic 
freedom running wild and 


missing so often the right 
target.

H= CAN We recognize insect damage and 
control the offenders? What measures may 
be taken to eliminate these harmful and bother- 
some pests? 

Before answering these questions, we must 
realize that man so far has been unable to drive 
a single species of insect to extinction. The 
chances are he’ll never be able to do it with the 
tools he has had up to the present. 

If we can’t abolish pests completely, we do 
have two alternatives: give up the fight, or 
bend every effort to bring about economical, 
safe control. 

This, at least, we are able to accomplish 
quickly and effectively, thanks to the develop- 
ments of recent years in both insecticides and 
insecticide-dispensing equipment. 


“Some Identified by 
The Damage They Do” 


Some insects may be identified by the damage 
they do. However, other filth-bearing species 
go about their work silently, usually in the 
night. Sometimes they leave little evidence of 
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the harm they have done; yet they deposit filth 
and bacteria on everything they touch. 

Some traces of their presence may be found 
occasionally in their fecal material, regurgitated 
food (flyspecks) on building surfaces, cast lar- 
val or nymphal skins, certain odors associated 
with oils excreted by their bodies, or molds car- 
ried to human food and allowed to develop. Each 
of these insect species has one or a series of 
these tell-tale features associated with it. 

The presence of cockroaches, for example, es- 
pecially the German cockroach, may be deter- 
mined by allowing a room to remain in dark- 
ness and undisturbed for a time—then suddenly 
opening the door and snapping on an electric 
light. In some cases, it may seem the floor and 
counter tops are literally alive with these loath- 
some creatures. 


It is also possible to build traps to determine 
whether insects are present. 

Take an ordinary quart milk bottle and con- 
struct a ramp to its mouth. For the ramp, use a 
piece of lath or corrugated cardboard about 1% 
to 2 inches wide and 10 or 12 inches long. 

Put an attractive bait in the bottom of the 
bottle, such as bananas, bread, or chopped meat. 
Rub a thin film of vaseline around the inside of

the neck of the bottle for about two inches down 
from the mouth. 

Place the bottle in a cabinet or under a sink. 
Run the ramp from the floor or a shelf to the 
bottle mouth. 

Check the bottle every morning for the in- 
sects that have blundered in and have been un- 
able to get out. 


“There Are Several 
Possible Control Measures” 


Actually, to describe all the features of each 
insect would take much too long. The accom- 
panying chart condenses a great deal of valuable 
data into a small space. See pages 34 and 35. 

Once it has been found that insects are pres- 
ent and that something should be done about 
them, what next? There are several possible 
control measures. 

Physical control requires actual removal of 
infested materials and harborages, proper stor- 
age of materials in tight containers, and rebuild- 
ing of equipment when necessary in order to 
eliminate hiding places. 

This method is a specialty. It is reeommended 
only where it is economically possible. No mat- 
ter what your own possibilities, remember this: 
the closer you can come to ideal conditions, the 
easier it will be to maintain an insect-free plant. 


“A Chemical Control 
Program Has Three Parts”’ 


Sometimes it is economically impossible to do 
a complete job of physical control. Even where 
a complete job is done, insects may still become 
a problem. Then we must resort to other 
measures. 

Chemical control demands the use of a com- 
pound that is poisonous to insect life, and that is 
brought in close enough contact with the insect 
that the insect dies. 


This result may be accomplished in a variety 
of ways. One thing, at least, is sure: an ounce of 
prevention is worth a gallon or two of cure. A 
well-planned program of insect control will 
forestall expensive and time-consuming general 
fumigations, seizures by government authori- 
ties when food and drug products are involved, 
and labor troubles when workers are personally 
concerned. 

A preventive program calls for three things 
when chemical control is used: 

e Regular, planned space spraying or atomi- 
zation. 

e Residual spraying of harborages and hiding 
places, with residual spraying employed, too, to 
create a barrier to entry of pests into plant 
areas. 

e Examination and spot fumigation of doubt- 
ful products entering the plant (especially if it 
is a food plant), and fumigation of all trouble- 
some equipment. 

In addition, the approach should take into ac- 
count the plant area itself: 

e All insect breeding places around the plant 
should be treated to control both insects and 
rodents. Such areas include dumps, swamps, 
wooded sections, scrap piles, and water supplies. 

e Barriers to insect entry should be set up 
and maintained. Rats and mice may be “built 
out” by proper shielding. Flies, mosquitoes, 
moths, and other insects can be kept out by 
properly constructed screens and doors. Chem- 
ical barriers in the form of rat bait stations, 
plus the use of residual insecticides around 
doors and windows, will do much to keep out 
vermin. 

e Real trouble areas should be given planned, 
periodic treatments to control existing insect 
populations and to cut down on the possibility 
that populations will become well established. 


““Weapons and Ammunition” 


How about the weapons and ammunition 
when chemical control is adopted? 

Here lies a greater potential hazard, under 
some conditions, than the presence of the pests 
themselves. As the medical profession has put 
it, “The therapeutic hazard must not exceed the 
disease hazard.” The cure, in other words, must 
not be worse than the disease. 

First the weapons: 

For outdoor areas and for use of residual in- 
secticides, about the best type of equipment is 
the 2% or 3-gallon hand-compressor sprayer 
familiar to the home gardener. This sprayer 
provides a coarse, wet spray, easily directed and 
convenient for a single man to handle. 

Proper atomization for space spraying calls 
for an entirely different type of equipment—the 
light, medium, and heavy artillery, so to speak. 

The light-weight portable electric atomizers

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NEW APPROACHES to eye tests for 
industrial workers are needed, Dr. A. 
D. Ruedemann told the 9th Annual 
Steel Founders’ Society of America 
Technical and Operating Conference. 
He summarizes those views here. 


“TRAINED EYESIGHT’— 


New Approach to Vision Programs 


YE injuries represent a higher cost to in- 

dustry in compensation payments than any 
other single type of disability, with the sole ex- 
ception of back injuries. The liberality of courts 
and compensation boards in awarding settle- 
ments in eye-injury cases has sometimes been 
amazing. 

These facts, however, are no excuse for a 
fairly common attitude that expresses itself in 
refusal to hire new workers or to retain old 
workers who show signs of visual weakness. 


“Industry Can Use 
All Qualities of Vision” 


Industry can make good use of men of all 
qualities of vision. Actually, only 10% of all 
jobs require 20/20 eyesight. Yet that 20/20 
standard has come to be accepted as the mea- 
sure for employment in many quarters. 


Some jobs need as little as 20/100 or even 
20/200 vision. A common laborer, for example, 
usually can do his work efficiently and safely 
with 20/100 eyesight. If the completely blind 
can be successfully used in industrial plants and 
offices, it is certain that much less important 
visual deficiencies should not be permitted to 
cost society both the productive capacity of 
those with the defects and the expense of main- 
taining them through charity or pension plans. 

Under any normal circumstances, even the 
job that does necessitate top vision does not 
require it constantly. A man may use 20/20 
vision on 5% or 10% of his work; the rest of the 
time, he may—whether he realizes it or not— 
get by with a visual expenditure amounting to 
only 20/100 or less. 

When all factors are considered, the matter 
of what we call “visual acuity”—which is what 
usually is tested in industry—is comparatively 
unimportant. What is vital is the matter of eye 





“‘What is important to industrial operations 


is not visual acuity, but eye coordination” 
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coordination, of what might be termed “brain 
eyesight.” 

A man may have 20/20 vision in each of his 
eyes. Yet that same man may be entirely un- 
suited to handling safely and efficiently a job 
that supposedly would require less-than-perfect 
vision. 

Why? Because the man may have poor “brain 
eyesight.” He may have poor coordination be- 
tween his supposedly perfect eyes. He may not 
have trained himself to identify what he sees. 






“Training Has 
A Powerful Effect’ 


That matter of training, too, is important. We 
are not born with perfect vision. Over the years 
we acquire more and more ability, if we have 
average experience, in seeing—in recognizing 
fine detail, in really using our eyes. How well 
we react to this kind of training has a larger 
bearing on how well we see than does the 
amount of visual acuity in each eye. 

The training factor has another powerful ef- 
fect on industrial work and safety: a man who, 
by experience, has been trained to see well as a 
truck driver may still have uncoordinated vision 
for fine part inspection or for watchmaking. 
This lack of coordination will not show up in 
standard visual tests; but it may very well show 
up in unnecessarily large quantities of scrap and 
in accidents. 


“Almost Anything Can 
Affect Eye Cordination”’ 


Almost anything can affect eye coordination 
—the ability to put together properly what both 
eyes see. 

One automobile plant worker had what looked 
on the surface like epileptic seizures. He fell 
into the machinery on several occasions—which, 
naturally, did neither him nor the plant safety 
record any good. 

The cause, however, was not epilepsy. It was 
simply lack of eye coordination. When the man 
was taken off his job and put on another that 
required a different quality of vision, the 
seizures disappeared—and so did the accidents. 

Thyroid gland activity, pneumonia, hay-fever 
—these have been known to produce poor eye 
coordination. And with that lowered degree of 
coordination have come accidents that have 
built up compensation and operating costs. 

Boredom on the job is a frequent result of 
poor eye coordination. To avoid the accidents 
that are caused by the combination of fatigue, 
boredom, and poor vision, it would be well for 
industry to work out a system by which em- 
ployees could be shifted from machine to ma- 
chine at intervals during the working day.

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They Can Work 
Without Seeing 


POINTING UP strongly what Dr. Ruede- 
mann has to say on testing and 
placement of workers with visual de- 
ficiencies is the experience of the 
Chevrolet - Cleveland plant, General 
Motors Corporation. 

Three men who are totally blind, 
and three who can barely tell day- 
light from dark, have been working 
successfully as machinists for some 
time. 

All six were hired at the start to 
do simple jobs on a subassembly line. 
Once they had proved their ability, 
they were moved to _ higher-pay, 
higher-skill tasks. 

One fact is especially notable: all 
six have maintained lower-than-aver- 
age absentee records. e e

For management, 
however, those statistics have meant a lot in dol- 
lars and cents.

A good many exceptionally hazardous com- 
pounds are handled by Chemstrand. For that 
very reason, special attention has been given to 
problems of housekeeping and maintenance.

It would be impossible, really, to separate the 
Chemstrand housekeeping program from its 
safety program or its maintenance program or 
its fire protection program—or its production pro- 
gram.

Are You Wired for 


By F. F. Sengstock, Consulting Engineer 


OU THINK you have troubles. All safety men 

do. But think for a moment of how you’d 
feel if you knew—positively knew—that one 
small spark could make your entire plant go up 
in a mighty, uncontrollable burst of flame and 
smoke. 

That’s the spot safety men are on when they 
work for grain elevators or food mills. 

Actually, food mills and elevators are hazard- 
ous enough to be included under the terms of 
the National Electrical Code, standard for extra- 
dangerous electrical installations. 

Why? 

Because of two factors: dust and wiring. The 
first alone is bad enough; in combination with 
the second, it can be deadly. 

Not too long ago food plants and elevators 
were wired very much the same as other indus- 
trial plants. No special care was taken about 
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enclosing switches, fuses, starters, and motors. 

Then came a few rules that were adopted as 
a result of bitter experience. The rules required 
enclosing the electrical devices. 

But the first rules were unsatisfactory. They 
didn’t go far enough. So “hazardous location” 
regulations were developed, demanding explo- 
sion-proof enclosures for all electrical devices 
from switches to motors. 

Even that needed improvement. 

A trend toward further safety proposes that 
all motor controls be located away from com- 
bustible dust. The motors themselves, under 
the terms of this proposal, can be operated by 
explosion-proof start-and-stop buttons set close 
to the equipment they govern. 

This new type of carefully engineered wiring 
protects the motors from overloading, overheat-

The PATTERN of ACCIDENTS 


—a clinical approach 


HAT CAUSES an accident? Is there such a 
thing as “accident proneness”? If so, does 
it seriously affect industrial accident rates? Are 
women more apt to have accidents than men? 
Is it safe to use young people in factory jobs? 
Dr. Morris S. Schulzinger of Cincinnati prob- 
ably can come closer to answering those ques- 
tions than any other single person. For 25 years, 
in his own practice of industrial and general 
medicine, he’s been studying accidents, assem- 
bling data from the records, searching out acci- 
dent causes. 


“Accident Causation 


Is Associated with a Syndrome” 


At the 103rd annual meeting of the American 
Medical Association Dr. Schulzinger demon- 
strated, in a scientific exhibit, the results of his 
studies. 

He analyzed 35,000 accidents. He went thor- 


oughly into an amazingly large amount of medi- 
cal literature bearing on what makes accidents 
happen. And he came up with the conclusion 
that “accident causation is associated with a 
syndrome.” 

What’s a syndrome? 

Well, it’s a group of things—symptoms, they 
might be called—that take place together. A 
syndrome (Webster pronounces it sin-dro-mee) 
is, for exampie, the gathering together of fever 
and pain and swelling that point to mumps. 

Dr. Schulzinger defines the accident syndrome 
as a group “of frequently recurring signs, 
symptoms, and circumstances which determine 
or influence the occurrence of an accident.” 

Medical literature has found about 250 differ- 
ent causes for accidents. The Schulzinger in- 
vestigations set most of these into the class of 
“minor or doubtful importance.” 

The doctor broke down possible accident 
causes into five groups while he was trying to 
reach the single factor—the syndrome—that ran 
through all the accidents he studied: 
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e Universal risk, representing the ever-pres- 
ent dangers in nature, the elements, and chance. 

e Abnormal physical environment, including 
man-made hazards. 

e Maladjustment and irresponsibility, involv- 
ing personal quirks and failures. 

e Trigger episode—whatever it is that starts 
the other factors operating to make an accident 
occur. 

e Behavior in the presence of the trigger— 
again, a matter of personal reaction to events.

In the past it often has been said that between occurring each month 
80% and 90% of all accidents include easily 
seen human causes. In other words, perhaps 
nine out of ten accidents are due to human 

errors. 

Dr. Schulzinger goes further. He believes 
that “in most accidents, there is some form of 
maladjustment of the individual to his environ- 
ment. The maladjustment may be temporary 
and slight, such as in mild shifts of mood and 
in some transient nervous disorders; or it may Month 
be acute and prolonged.”

Behavior in the presence of the trigger is per- 
haps the vital factor, in Dr. Schulzinger’s opin- ome Population 
ion. The way the individual behaves when he is ‘ = == /ndustrial accidents 
confronted with an emergency often will deter- 
mine whether he will have an accident or a 
near miss. 

What role does chance play? 

It’s hard to say. Nevertheless, the man who is 
hit on the head by a three-inch pipe that falls 
off a storage pile is not a victim of chance. 
Somebody goofed. Somebody didn’t stack that 
pile properly. Somebody didn’t fasten the pipes. 
It is a case of human error, not of chance. It is 
a preventable mistake. 

Experienced safety men will certainly go 
along with Dr. Schulzinger when he says that 
“an accident need not necessarily result in in- 
jury, yet it needs to be our primary concern.” 
His idea is that it’s only good fortune that pre- 
vents the injury in such a case; and the basic 
need is to prevent all accidents, regardless of 
what damage they may do. 

Now, what is the accident syndrome? 

“It is not entirely,” says Dr. Schulzinger, “the

N 1954, International Business Machines Cor- 

poration logged 4,932,715 accident-free man 
hours at its Endicott, New York, plant, to estab- 
lish a new state record. During that same year, 
the entire company set a new world’s record for 
the machining industry, with 14,544,978 acci- 
dent-free man hours. 


No matter how good its safety record may be, 
however, I.B.M. believes in that famous Boy 
Scout motto, “Be Prepared!” 

Being prepared, in I.B.M. lingo, means, among 
other things, having 117 stretchers ready for im- 
mediate use in its big Endicott plant. 

It means training employees in the handling 
of those stretchers and in the best of first aid 
practices. 

It means partly rebuilding stock stretchers to 
meet the strict standards of the company. 


There are two types of stretchers now in use 
at I.B.M.—one, a holdover from the days before 
the present program was put into effect. 


The holdover consists of 25 ambulance-type 
cots equipped with springs and mattresses. The 
newer stretchers (92 of them) are a folding 
type, selected by the safety and medical depart- 
ments because of their convenience. 


As I.B.M. uses the stretchers, both types have 
four wheels. Both may be converted at once to 
“carrying” stretchers. Both may be moved di- 
rectly into the plant ambulance, which will, in 
case of need, handle two stretchers simultan- 
eously, and which has been furnished with 
I.B.M.-developed fixtures designed to accom- 
modate the stretchers and their occupants 
safely. 


The folding-type stretchers were subjected to 
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some rebuilding after purchase, to meet the ex- 
acting requirements of the I.B.M. safety depart- 
ment. 

Originally, these stretchers came with two 
wheels. The I.B.M. plant added two more 
wheels, and put all the wheels on swivels. Now, 
the stretchers will turn in their own length, and 
may be guided by heavy straps from either front 
or rear. This is important when stretchers are 
taken into office areas, where desks cut the 
floor space into many narrow aisles. 


“No Stretcher Case 
Must Be Carried on Stairs” 


At present, the company employs something 
like 9,500 at its Endicott works. About 8,000 of 
these people are on duty at one time; the other 
1,500 are on the second shift. 

Roughly, this would point to about one stret- 
cher for every 68 workers who are on the job 
at any given time. The problem, however, is not 
so simple. 

I.B.M. experience has led to locating stretchers, 
not by number of employees, but by possible 
need. 

e From any location in the plant, a stretcher 
can be reached within 30 seconds. 

e No stretcher is located so that an injury or 
illness case must be carried either up or down 
stairs. 

The first of these two points makes it possible, 
at the maximum, to reach a stretcher, set it up, 
and have it on the spot ready for the patient 
within 2% minutes. Perhaps two minutes would 
be the average for all locations in the plant. 

Safety department personnel in charge of the 
stretcher program used their own good judg- 
ment in selecting locations for stretchers. Con- 
sideration was given to placement of equipment, 
concentration of employees, extent of aisle traf- 
fic, and location of doorways. 

After a thorough appraisal of plant layout 
based on these factors, stretcher locations were 
chosen by estimate as to how long it would take 
to walk from any given spot in the area served 
by a stretcher to the stretcher cabinet. 


“It Can Be Adapted 
Easily to Any Plant” 


It’s a scheme that can be adapted easily to the 
needs of any plant, whether it has 50 employees 
or 15,000. It’s a scheme that guarantees fast first 
aid treatment, that helps hold down over-all 
consequences of both injury and sickness. 

The second point—that stretcher cases need 
not be carried up or down stairs—is made pos- 
sible at I.B.M. by the fact that a large percent- 
age of the smaller buildings are only one story 
in height, while other buildings are well sup- 
plied with elevators. 
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Transporting a stretcher bearing a heavy 
body around sharp corners and up and down 
stairs is in itself a hazard—a hazard not only to 
the patient, but to the stretcher bearers as well. 
The factor is one that should be kept in mind in 
the planning of any adequate stretcher program. 

Folding stretchers are kept in cabinets set 45 
inches off the floor. This height was chosen for 
two reasons: it permits easy access by either tall 
or short employees; it clears the floor far enough 
that stretcher cabinets will not be bumped by 
moving equipment in the aisles. 

These aisles help to determine stretcher place- 
ment. Main aisles have been used—preferably, 
center aisles—whenever possible, right from the 
beginning of the I.B.M. program. This makes 
stretcher locations more easily accessible, more 
easily seen. 

Each stretcher cabinet is marked with a 
Scotchlite red cross eight inches in length and 
width. It stands out against a silver background.

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GETTING THE VICTIM 
ON THE STRETCHER 


Great care must be used in lifting an injured per- 
son onto a stretcher. These procedures are recom- 
mended by medical authorities: 


1. Lay the patient flat on his back unless there may 
be fracture of the spine—in that case, wait for 
competent medical care to arrive. 

2. Three men line up on one side, preferably on the 
patient’s uninjured side. 

. All three kneel on the knee nearest the patient’s 
feet. 

. On orders of one person and working unitedly, 
the three roll the patient slightly away from 
them. 

. All three slide their hands under the patient’s 
body. 

. In unison, again working under one person’s 
command, the three lift the patient to their 
knees. 

. Still in unison, the three lower the patient to the 
stretcher. 

. Splint any possible fracture; no harm can come 
if splinting isn’t needed—great harm may follow 
if it isn’t done.

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Job-Switching Can Be 


Dangerous 


There are boiler room haz- 
ards besides those described by 
Henry Allen in his article in 
the October, 1954, issue of OC- 
CUPATIONAL HAZARDS. 

A boiler operator who had 
ten years of union and com- 
pany seniority was fired be- 
cause he refused to take a tem- 
porary assignment in a differ- 
ent job for the same plant. 

Some years before, the oper- 
ator had worked steadily on 
the job which he was asked 
now to take over for a short 
time. Physical problems, how- 
ever, had disqualified him from 
continuing; he had been trans- 
ferred to the boiler room. 

The man failed to mention 
his earlier disqualification to 
his supervisor; he simply said 
no bluntly when the temporary 
assignment was suggested. 

The company declared he 
was fired for proper cause. The 
temporary work, it said, was 
an emergency job for which 
employees usually assigned 
were not available. Further- 
more, it insisted, the man could 
safely have left the boiler 
room, since the short-time job 
would have taken only 45 
minutes. 

Finally, the company con- 
tended, the boiler room oper- 
ator should have told his super- 
visor about his physical condi- 
tion and about the fact that he 
had been disqualified for the 
particular job. 

The union contested the case 
on behalf of the worker. It 
pointed to a city ordinance that 
governed the time boiler room 
operators spent away from 
their posts. It spoke of the fact 
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that the company had not pre- 
viously asked boiler room men 
to take other work. It laid 
stress on the employee’s dis- 
qualification for the job as- 
signed to him. 

The umpire agreed with the 
union. He held: 

e Company records showed 
the worker’s physical condi- 
tion, and his disqualification 
for the assigned job. 

e Before the worker was 
fired, these records should 
have been examined. 

e A company witness testi- 
fied the worker would not have 
been ordered to do the tem- 
porary job if his supervisor had 
known of his physical condition 
and work history. 

In view of these three facts, 
declared the umpire, there was 
no insubordination. He ordered 
the boiler operator reinstated 
with full seniority and back 
pay. 


Warning: The ruling in this 
case (22 LA 624) may not apply 
in your particular situation. 
What your union contracts say 
about such situations usually is 
the determining factor in final 
judgment. 

The case does, however, no 
matter how your own contracts 
read, pose a mighty problem 
for you when you try to assign 
physically handicapped work- 
ers to particular jobs, even on a 
temporary basis. How far can 
you go in insisting that these 
workers take the jobs you as- 
sign? Can they be taken off 
those regular jobs and given 
part-time work of another type 
when the need arises? e e

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Increased Compensation 
Considered in California 


A RECOMMENDATION is being considered by the 
California legislature which would increase by 
at least $5 the present maximum weekly bene- 
fit for temporary total disability and permanent 
total disability. Currently, the permanently and 
totally disabled worker’s award is limited to 
approximately $30 and the temporary total dis- 
ability award is about $35. They are figured on 
a percentage basis of a maximum weekly wage. 

Another proposal would further liberalize 
death benefits, raising from $9,100 the amount 
which can be awarded a widow with children 
to $12,000 plus an additional $1,000 for each de- 
pendent child up to five children. 


Lifetime Benefits for Hoosiers 


LEGISLATION under consideration in Indiana 
would amend that state’s compensation law to 
provide lifetime benefits for permanently dis- 
abled workmen, instead of the present 500 
weeks or $10,000 maximum benefits. 


Premiums Reduced 
In North Carolina 


THE NortH CAROLINA Insurance Commissioner 
announced that effective November 1, 1954, re- 
ductions were made in the workmen’s compensa- 
tion insurance premium rates payable in the 
state. These lower rates are expected to save 
employers $429,000 annually. 

Now, a legislative proposal is standing in 
North Carolina that calls for an increase in bene- 
fits for total disability to “at least” $50 weekly. 
The last time the legislature met, the maximum 
benefit was boosted to $30. 


Maine Considers Increases 


ToTaAL disability and death benefits under the 
Maine compensation law are being scrutinized 
by the state legislature with an eye toward in- 
creases. 

In both cases, a proposal seeks to increase 
maximum weekly benefits from $27 to $36, and 
minimums from $15 to $20 weekly. 

An increase in the maximum by $1,500 would 
enable a totally disabled workman to receive 
$12,000 in benefits. Death benefits to depend- 
ents would be increased by the same amount, 
to $9,500.

If your plant uses a lot of 
young people—workers still in 
school or just out of school— 
you'll be especially interested 
in what the Technical Com- 
mittee on Supervision of 
Young Workers has to say in 
“The Youth You Supervise,” 
issued by the United States De- 
partment of Labor. 


Safety Plus Health 
Equals Less Absenteeism 


“Reducing absenteeism by 
keeping workers accident-free 
and healthy concerns all of us, 
but most of all it concerns you 
as a supervisor. Absent work- 
ers don’t produce goods or 
services. 

“Youths need more guidance 
in safety measures than older 
personnel. They are curious— 
like to experiment—take more 
chances. Give them clear or- 
ders about safe areas and prac- 
tices. Point out that doing 
things the right way means 
doing them the safe way. Ex- 
plain what the guards on ma- 
chinery are for and what haz- 
ards the machines involve. 
Help them see the reasons for 
safety regulations and clean-up 
rules. Show them how to lift 
and carry. Young people like 
to learn new ways of using 
their increasing strength. The 
jobs with least hazards are best 
for youth. 


Breaks in Routine 
Help Growth 
“Breaks in routine or changes 


in operation will help their 
growing bodies. Studies show 
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that prolonged use of one set 
of muscles, constant stooping, 
or heavy lifting sometimes 
hampers healthy development. 
If work is strenuous or if it in- 
volves a steady strain, arrange 
for rest periods and changes in 
muscles used. Young workers 
may not look ahead to consider 
that they’ve got to last out the 
working day. Girls may not re- 
alize that they can do the job 
better if they wear low heels 
for standing. Care in obser- 
vance of child-labor regula- 
tions will help protect young 
workers from over-fatigue and 
injury. 


Don’t Fire First 
And Question After 


“If they’re late often, or just 
stay away, you may want to 
try to find out why. Helping 
them learn to take care of their 
health and to feel responsible 
for being on the job is better 
than firing them. They’ll prob- 
ably accept guidance from you 
that they’d reject from their 
parents, once they see its re- 
lation to success on the job.

toms, although medical signs 
and symptoms are involved. 
Instead, it is a syndrome in the 
larger sense of any frequently 
recurring items in a series. 
“The cause of accidents 
really is a whole series of 
events that occur again and 


again, and that the events can 
be used to predict accident 
probability whenever the im- 
portant parts of the syndrome 
are found.” 

These, in brief form, are the 
Schulzinger findings that safe- 
ty men will consider most in- 
teresting: 

e Primarily, accidents are 
an affliction of youth. The 
peak year for accidents is age 
21. Half of alt accidents oceur 
before age 25.

e The tendency to have 
accidents usually passes with 
age and is not a fixed trait of 
the individual. 


e In people with normal 
mental and emotional balance, 
repeated accidents occur at a 
low, even rate through age 50, 
then decrease with age. 


e Repeated accidents fre- 
quently occur during the same 
hours or days, especially in 
people with recorded histories 
of three or more accidents. 


e Not more than 15% of all 
accidents can be blamed on 
chance. Nearly all accident 
causes ultimately relate to 
human factors. 


e When the wound caused 
by an accident is dressed, but 
the accident victim neglected, 
there is more likely to be 
either a nervous condition or 
another accident or both. A 
golden opportunity for help 
goes unrecognized, while the 
patient cheerfully talks to the 
nurse or attendant. 


e Thinking of accidents in 
terms of the syndrome may 
help doctors to consider more 
carefully the causes and pre- 
vention of accidents instead of 
considering only the injuries 
involved. e e

Was Doctor’s Note 
Enough to Win Compensation? 


THE COMPENSATION LAW OF NEW JERSEY PROVIDES 
that the employer must have notice of an em- 
ployee’s injury within 90 days following the in- 
jury; otherwise, a compensation claim for the 
injury will be disallowed. 


e Philip Goldstein was employed as a baker’s 
helper. He fed the ovens with pans of bread, 
approximately 720 pans every hour during a 
seven or eight-hour day. 


In Goldstein’s words, “It’s not just bending 
down—you have to make a complete twisting 
around motion; it goes around in a circle. See, 
you bend down, you grab your pan, then you 
place it in the oven three across. Then right after 
that there are another three coming and you 
have to dump those three out because those are 
all baked already. And then you have to quickly 
turn around and reach for the next one. You 
keep doing that all the way through.” 


e During June and July, Goldstein began feel- 
ing pain in his back. On August 31, he experi- 
enced a sudden sharp and severe pain in the 
lower part of his back. He did not go to work 
the next day. He said he thought he had a cold 
in his back. He returned to work a couple of 
days later, but because of constantly recurring 
twinges of pain, he finally consulted his doctor, 
Dr. David Doktor, on October 10. 


Goldstein told the physician of the bending 
and twisting he did in his job. Hearing this, the 
doctor gave Goldstein the following note, which 
he delivered to his supervisor: 

“To whom it may concern: 
“Philip Goldstein is under my care.for 
back pain. He must not do any twisting, 
turning, or bending in order for the 
condition to improve. 

“D. Doktor, M. D.” 


e Goldstein sought compensation for his in- 
jury. There was no question but that it was a 
work-connected disability; the only question and 
the point upon which the employer defended the 
claim was whether he received valid notice of 
the injury and whether it was received within 
the 90-day statutory period. 
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e The court held that Dr. Doktor’s note was 
sufficient to give the necessary notice to the em- 
ployer. The employer knew that Goldstein’s job 
required continuous twisting, turning and bend- 
ing, and the note should have signaled a work- 
connected injury. 

As for the 90 days, the court found that the 
time should be figured from August 31, when the 
pain was so severe Goldstein had to lose time 
from work. From that date until he visited the 
doctor and received the note which he gave to 
his supervisor was less than half of the statutory 
period. 

Claim allowed. 

Goldstein v. Continental Baking Company:

Voluntary Change of Work 


Produces Compensable Injury 


ELEANOR PIRRUNG worked for a magazine dis- 
ributor. Her principal duties were to post peri- 
odical returns and figure invoices. She sat at a 
desk and did little physical labor. Miss Pirrung 
formerly held a job on the bundling line— 
which required physical labor to prepare the 
magazines for delivery. Occasionally, when she 
finished her assigned work, she would help on 
the line. 

On the day before Christmas all employees 
were hurrying to finish the day’s work. After 
Miss Pirrung had completed her posting and 
checking she worked on the line. While on the 
job, she strained her back and was hospitalized. 

The manager of the concern testified that 
since Miss Pirrung’s advancement, she worked 
on the line only infrequently and on some of 
these occasions this work was not voluntary on 
her part. On the day of the accident, however, 
she was doing it solely on her own volition. 

The employer contended that the girl was out- 
side the course of her employment when in- 
jured on the line and thus was not entitled to 
compensation. 


The court disagreed. It said that “the rela-

tionship between the employee’s regular duties 
and the work on the line is close enough so that, 
in lending a hand at a time when she was idle

The fact that she was motivated 
on this particular day by the common desire of 
the whole force to gain a few extra hours of 
Christmas vacation was without significance.

Going-and-Coming Rule 
Has Important Exception 


TRAVEL to and from the place of work is not as 
a rule in the course of the employment. 


Pribyl, an electrician, was hired to work in a 
neighboring county. Hiring for the new job was 
done through the union, which had an agree- 
ment with the employer whereby workers 
would receive 8 cents per mile for the 54-mile 
round trip. 


While driving his car to the job under this 
agreement, Pribyl was fatally injured in an ac- 
cident. The employer contended that this situ- 
ation was no different from the majority of the 
coming-and-going situations and the claim of 
Pribyl’s widow for death benefits should not be 
allowed. 


The court did not agree. Pribyl, it said was 
not on a mission of his own to the job site. Under 
the agreement he was engaged in his employer’s 
business of furnishing transportation to himself 
and others to the job location. He was at the 
time and place of the injury at a place required 
of him under the contract of employment, and 
therefore lost his life as a result of injuries aris- 
ing out of and in the course of his employment.

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Burden of Proof 
Put on Survivor 


WHAT CAUSED the death? That’s what a Louisi- 
ana court was asked to decide. 


Wooten was a mechanic in the employ of Toye 
Brothers Yellow Cab Company. His job—to 
keep the cabs in running condition. He had been 
a mechanic and repairman for the company for 
over four years. 

On the day of his death, another employee 
reported, Wooten had said that he received a 
severe electrical shock. No witness could be 
found who saw this occur. 


In spite of the severe shock, Wooten continued 
his duties until lunchtime. After lunch he drove 
a cab to test its brakes. He continued working 
until about 2:00 p.m. While using an acetylene 
torch to burn a “race” off the spindle wheel of 
one of the cabs, he collapsed. He died a short 
time later of a cerebral hemorrhage. 


A doctor testified that the electrical shock did 
not cause the cerebral hemorrhage. There was 
also much evidence to the effect that Wooten 
was generally in an unhealthy physical condi- 
tion. 

The court held that Wooten’s widow, who was 
seeking death benefits, had the burden of prov- 
ing that her husband’s death was caused by the 
electric shock or any other accident happening 
on the job, or by any conditions under which he 
worked. This, the court said, Mrs. Wooten failed 
to do. 

Claim disallowed.

May Untruths Be the 
Test of Compensability? 


Miss LEISTER’s employer said that the claimant 
was not telling the truth. Since her story could 
not be believed, she should not recover compen- 
sation, the boss said. 


Miss Leister, an office worker, fell down a 
flight of stairs in the course of her employment. 
She claimed a continuous stiff neck as the result 
of the fall. 

Medical experts testifying for the employer 
could not explain why Miss Leister’s neck re- 
mained stiff, since X-rays and other objective 
examination revealed no injury. 

The employer contended that the claimant’s 
credibility could not be relied upon because of 
the confused story she told on the witness stand

Indirect Notice Of Company 
Change Enough To Create 
Liability 

THAT DEATH BENEFITS were to be 
paid to the widow of a bakery 
executive killed in an explosion 
was not questioned. The ques- 
tion before the Oklahoma court 
was who was to get stuck with 
the bill—the baking company 
or its insurance carrier. 


e Prior to August, 1952, A. 
M. Hughes operated the Butter 
Nut Baking Company in Hugo, 
Oklahoma, as a sole proprietor- 
ship. He had a policy of work- 
men’s compensation with the 
State Insurance Fund. Hughes 
himself, as a sole owner of the 
business, was not covered un- 
der that state law. 

In August, 1952, Hughes in- 
corporated the business, and 
his personal status changed to 
that of a salaried employee. 


e When Mrs. Hughes sought 
to collect the death benefits for 
her husband’s death, which was 
incurred in the course of his 
employment as the result of an 
explosion and fire at the bak- 
ery, State Insurance Fund ex- 
ecutives said that they had re- 
ceived no formal notice that the 
firm had incorporated and that 
to them Hughes was still sole 
owner and not entitled to com- 
pensation. 


It was also the contention of 
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the State Insurance Fund that 
Hughes’ salary had not been in- 
cluded in the books at the time 
the books were examined to de- 
termine the amount of prem- 
iums, and consequently the 
Fund could not be liable for 
payment of the award. 

e The court held otherwise. 
It held that the Insurance Fund 
had received several checks as 
well as letterheads from the 
bakery between the time of in- 
corporation and the time of 
Hughes’ accident. The abbrevi- 
ation “Inc.” had been appended 
to the company’s name on all 
these. 

This, held the court, was 
enough to give the Fund suffi- 
cient notice of the change in 
the company’s status. The fact 
that Hughes’ salary was not in- 
cluded on the books was of no 
consequence because the prem- 
iums are paid in advance. 

The State Insurance Fund 
was held liable for payment of 
the award. 

Hughes v. State Industrial

10, 1954. (273 P.2d 450) 





Plant Fire Brigades 


According to the Fire Protec- 
tion Institute, 87% of all fac- 
tory fires are stopped by port- 
able fire extinguishers wielded 
by trained workers. 

The conclusion is based on an 
Institute survey taken among 
nearly 500 large factories 
throughout the United States, 
and representing a cross-sec- 
tion of American industry. 

During 1953, municipal fire de- 
partments had to be summoned 
by the 500 reporting companies 
on only 83 occasions. Sprinkler 
systems put out 35 of the 1,759 
plant fires surveyed. The re- 
mainder were extinguished by 
factory fire brigades and train- 
ed plant personnel. 

One-third of the plants re- 
ported no fires at all during 
1953. About 90% said they had 
trained fire brigades or plant 
protection groups; nearly 60% 
had both.

The cabinet itself is bright 
green. The red cross, of course, 
indicates a medical service; 
the green of the cabinet points 
to safety equipment. 

Definite rules for mounting 
stretcher cabinets on plant 
walls have been laid down: 

e Screws are used on wood- 
en walls. 

e Expanding wing bolts are 
used on hollow tile walls. 

e Four %-inch bolts with 
lead expanders are used on 
solid masonry walls. 

The rules have been made 
detailed so that wall mount- 
ings will stand up under the 
rough treatment given stret- 
cher cabinets when equipment 
is needed in a hurry. 

In connection with the stret- 
cher program, I.B.M. did a 
great deal of extra work on its 
plant elevator system. 


An emergency signal — a 
special and extra-loud bell— 
was established for each ele- 
vator. It was done because, in 
the past, an elevator some- 
times was on the first floor 
when an emergency required 
it on the third—and if the ele- 
vator gate had been left open 
temporarily, it was impossible 
to bring the cage up to the 
third floor with the standard 
control. 


“New System Calls 
For Swift Action” 


The new system calls for 
swift action. When the emer- 
gency bell is. sounded by 
means of an extra push but- 
ton, workers jump to close 
any open gate; the elevator 
automatically rises to the 
proper level. 

There are 24 elevators in the 
Endicott plant that have been 
given this special emergency 
bell treatment, with a separate 
control button on each floor. 


Under the I.B.M. organiza- 
tional system, department 
managers (foremen) are in 
charge of safety enforcement. 
The safety department makes 
recommendations, purchases 
equipment, sets standards and 
rules; but the department 
manager is the boss of his 
bailiwick. 

Departments are comprised 
of 35-40 people, so that the 
managers can work closely 
with employees under them. 

Each manager is trained 
thoroughly in the use of both 
types of stretchers — ambu- 
lance and folding. Each man- 
ager also chooses several in- 
dividuals from his department 
who are trained in handling 
stretcher cases. 


“Enough Know How” 


Training is administered by 
safety department personnel, 
who see that enough people in 
the Endicott plant know how 
to use stretchers that there 
can never be an accident or

If the case is serious enough, 
the manager notifies the pa- 
tient’s family, arranges for his 
transportation home or to the 
hospital, and even—if neces- 
sary—accompanies him there.

was caught in a cave-in. A 
fence post on the edge of the 
ditch gave way and struck his 
hard hat. Burton escaped in- 
jury. 


Plez Tedford, Lone Star 
Steel Co., Lone Star, Texas, 
was lucky enough to escape 
with a compound fracture of 
the left jaw and injuries to his 
left shoulder and arm. A chain 
on a 10-ton hoist block was 
being raised when controls 
failed and the hoist two- 
blocked; the cables broke, and 
the lower block (which weigh- 
ed a half ton) fell 35 feet.

Charles King, Flavelle Ce- 
dar, Ltd., Port Moody, B. C., 
walked under a conveyor in 
the sawmill. A 30-lb. slab 
caught in a conveyor chain; as 
it came over, it threw a spool 
with great force. The spool 
caught King on the hard hat; 
King was unhurt. 


Harry de Mello Cabral, 
James W. Glover, Ltd., Hilo, 
Hawai, was working with a 
power shovel, bucking it 
against a rock. The boom cable 
snapped. It hit his safety hat. 
He lost no time, and sustained 
nothing but a few small cuts 
and bruises. 


Edward Walters, Pennsy]- 
vania Salt Mfg. Co., Ogontz 
Center, Pa., was working with 
a crew that had just finished 
a “flying shoring.” A strut 
was being hammered into 
place when the whole struc- 
ture collapsed. A wall plate 
struck Walters’ hard hat; he 
was unhurt. 


John A. Ritenour, E. I. du 
Pont de Nemours & Co., Inc., 
Terre Haute, Ind., was struck 
down by a 40-lb. accumula- 
tion of ice in the superstruc- 
ture of a production unit; the 
ice fell 70 feet. The hard hat 
deflected the blow, saved 
Ritenour from serious, pos- 
sibly fatal, injuries. 


Clyde F. McDowell, Com- 
monwealth Edison Co., Pekin, 
Ill., was driven to his knees 
when a 30-lb. piece of slag 
fell 15 feet and hit him on his 
hard hat. His only injuries: 
a headache and a slight cut. 


Alexander Schuster, Abitibi 
Power & Paper Co., Ltd., Port 
Arthur, Ont., was hit by the 
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top of a dry balsam, knocked 
down by a tree that had just 
been felled. The balsam top 
weighed 70 lbs. and dropped 
20 feet. Since it hit Schuster’s 
hard hat, he received no per- 
manent injuries. 


Howard Ross, The Dalles 
Powerhouse Constructors, The 
Dalles, Ore., was climbing a 
ladder when a piece of %” 
rod about four feet long fell 


85 feet and struck his hard 
hat. The rod drove the hat 
down over Ross’ ears, but he 
was unhurt. 


Charles Murgatroyd, Henry 
Pratt Co., Chicago, was help- 
ing unload a carload of boiler 
tubes for a construction job. A 
brick fell from the 13i-ft. 
level of the unfinished build- 
ing, hit his hard hat. He was 
bruised, but lost no time.

that have appeared since 
World War II are well ad- 
apted to spot work in small 
areas, give a fair range of par- 
ticle sizes of atomized insect- 
icide, and have proved reason- 
ably adequate for the job. 

Then there is the permanent 
atomizer which is installed in 
the ceiling of the plant, fed by 
a reservoir through piping, 
and instantly available 
through use of a simple con- 
trol valve. Each unit of this 
type will handle up to 100,- 
000 cubic feet. Atomized in- 
secticide particles are carried 
by air currents to all parts of 
the room. 


““No Slippery 
Deposits Are Left” 


One point is particularly im- 
portant with the permanent 
atomizer: if a highly concen- 
trated pyrethrum -synergist 
combination is used, a rela- 
tively small amount of insecti- 
cide is needed to do a good 
control job. There is small 
danger of contamination, and 
no slippery deposits of insecti- 
cide are left on the floor. 

Now the ammunition: 

Insecticidal materials sold in 
interstate commerce must be 
registered with the federal 
government. Labels must list 
the principal ingredients. 
When labels go further, and 
list specific amounts of insec- 
ticides required for specific 
spaces or conditions, the extra 
advice comes as a result of ex- 
tensive testing—it saves mon- 
ey to follow it. 


“Synergized 
Pyrethrum Popular” 


For space spraying, the most 
popular product today is “Sy- 
nergized” pyrethrum. A syner- 
gist is a material that, when it 
is added to another, wft! pro- 
duce an effect greater than 
the total effect of the two ma- 
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terials when they are used 
alone. 

Pyrethrum induces quick 
knockdown of insects, with 
high kills; yet it is compara- 
tively non-toxic to warm- 
blooded animals — including, 
of course, man. 

In the last few years these 
pyrethrin synergists have 
blossomed. All have compli- 
cated names. Some are better 
than others, but they all seem 
to extend the killing power 
and life of pyrethrum. 

How they do their work 
still is not known. When the 
synergists are added in par- 
ticular ratios to pyrethrum, 
however, the resulting insec- 
ticide is about the safest, most 
effective formulation for space 
spraying or for contact spray- 
ing of cracks and crevices and 
other hiding places, ware- 
house floors, and walls. 

Pyrethrum substitutes have 
been developed only recently. 
These are more suited to con- 
trolling flies than to control- 
ling other insects. They defi- 
nitely bear watching, and may 
well develop into a depend- 
able source of insecticidal ma- 
terials for general use. 

Right now Kenya, and to 
some extent Japan and Ecua- 
dor, supply the world with 
pyrethrum. If another major 
war were to occur, the sub- 
stitutes would prove extreme- 
ly valuable. 


“Some Insects 
Resist DDT” 


The first residual insecticide 
known well by most people is 
DDT, or dichloro diphenyl 
trichloroethane. During World 
War II, it was used widely by 
our armed forces; and since 
1945, it has been tried on al- 
most all species of insects. It 
is still being used on a large 
scale. 

Some insects have shown 
resistance to DDT. They are 
able to absorb DDT and con- 
vert it into harmless chemi- 
cals. Such insects do have a 
limit to their resistance, and 
if it is exceeded they die. DDT 
doses have had to be stepped 
up as much as 40 times in or- 
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der to overcome this resist- 
ance. 

Insects resistant to DDT al- 
so are resistant to other chlor- 
inated hydrocarbon insecti- 
cides. Consequently, chemists 
and entomologists are devel- 
oping new insecticidal prod- 
ucts almost every month. 
Malathion Spray 

One of the new materials, 
so far restricted to outdoor 


areas and agriculture, is mala- 
thion. Malathion is diluted 


with sugar and water and used 
as a bait spray on fly-resting 
areas on the outside walls of 
buildings and in dumps. 
Residual insecticides are re- 
quired by users to kill insects 
long after they have been 
sprayed. Consequently, they 
must be powerful poisons. 
Some are even toxic to human 
beings when they are used in 
large enough quantities. Be- 
cause of this, the residuals— 
like malathion—are covered

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by government regulations 
that determine the safe per- 
centages that may be left be- 
hind by spraying. 


The accompanying table of 
relative toxicities of common 
insecticidal materials offers 
some idea of their compara- 
tive hazards when they are 
put to use; it may help to de- 
termine their suitability for 
use on your own plant prem- 
ises. 


Some niaterials, such as 
chlordane, should not be em- 
ployed at all in food plants; 
and they cannot be used in 
homes or in factories to spray 
a surface that is greater than 
10% of the total floor area. 


To have the greatest effect, 
residuals should be applied by 
people who are well trained in 
their use. In addition, the use 
of space spraying with pyre- 
thrum in combination with 
the residual spraying will 
help materially to kill those 
insects that, because they shun 
the light, fail to cross areas 


blanketed by the residuals. 
The space spraying drives 
these insects into the open to 
die. 


*““Insectocution 
Has Special Values” 


What has been called by 
some “insectocution” — con- 
trolling insects by electricity 
—has special values for food 
plants, grain elevators, pack- 
ing houses, and dairies. 

Prime cost of the electrical 
system naturally lies, as is 
true with permanent atomiz- 
ing systems for insecticide 
spraying, in the installation of 
the necessary equipment. 
Many small plants would find 
their operating cost for elec- 
trical insect control ranging as 
low as 10 cents a month. 

Basically, the electrical con- 
trol method is applicable only 
to flying insects; and it norm- 
ally is applied to screens. Var- 
ious devices, including illum- 
inated lanterns designed to 
attract night-flying insects in 


open spaces, have been devel- 
oped to augment the electri- 
fied screens, however. 

Current is held to about 10 
milliamperes — so small it 
can’t be felt by either animals 
or men. Electrified panels can 
be installed in doors as well 
as in windows, allowing free 
ventilation while they kill the 
pests. 

To be sure that your own 
plant is free of insects, estab- 
lish a systematic control pro- 
gram. It pays, in reduced 
damage to materials and 
equipment, in reduced absen- 
teeism due to employee ill- 
ness, and in higher employee 
morale. e e

David B. Reneger, safety sup- 
ervisor, insists that “safety is 
only applied common sense,” 
and he goes at indoctrinating 
employees on that basis. 

Here’s what he does for new 
workers: 

e Tells them about the plant’s 
accident - prevention program, 
and explains it thoroughly. 

e Discusses unsafe practices, 
including (by demonstration) 
the right ways to lift, pull, and 
push. 

e Shows how to report any 
unsafe working conditions. 

e Goes into the importance 
of safety shoes, eye protective

equipment, and protective 
clothing, and how they may be 
obtained. 

e Demonstrates and discusses 
fire extinguishers and the op- 
eration of the fire alarm system. 

e Outlines how a clean plant 
means greater safety, fewer fire 
hazards, better working condi- 
tions for everybody. 

e Talks about the dispensary, 
the doctor’s hours in the plant, 
and the entire medical program. 

e Shows how to report minor 
injuries, and tells why they 
should be reported. 

e Discusses the value of de- 
partmental safety meetings. 

e Goes into the personal fac- 
tor as the cause of most acci- 
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dents—shows how it, not equip- 
ment failure, usually is to 
blame for injuries. 

e Covers the importance to 
workers and to company of off- 
the-job safety. 

e Compares the Acrilan 
Plant’s safety record to that of 
the chemical industry as a 
whole, and to the record made 
by other industries. 

This outline of indoctrination 
procedure hits the high spots. 
The Chemstrand Corporation 
believes firmly that only 


through what Safety Supervi- 
sor Renegar calls “constant in- 
doctrination” can people be im- 
pressed with the notion that 
safety is their own responsibil- 
ity. 

Foremen and supervisors con- 
tinue the initial teaching. They 
hit hard at these particular 
things: 

e Telling employees how to 
do their jobs. 

e Showing them how to do 
their jobs. 

e Testing them to make sure 
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they know how to do their 
work. 

e Checking them often to be 
certain they continue to follow 
instructions. 

These instructions, all of 
them, are bound in with safety. 
Renegar speaks of safety as “a 
by-product of a complete in- 
struction job.” What he really 
means is that, at Chemstrand, 
safety and production are one, 
as husband and wife are one. 

Now, housekeeping and main- 
tenance are prime parts of the 
over-all safety program, as has 
already been suggested. 

Since supervisors are respon- 
sible for the housekeeping in 
their areas of the plant, they 
naturally do their best to see 
that their production workers 
as well as the janitors assigned 
to them do a top-notch job of 
keeping the place clean. If a 
maintenance crew goes into an 
area, then that crew is respon- 
sible for housekeeping during 
the time it is there. 


Such maintenance—again, it 
is tied in with housekeeping in 
some instances—frequently de- 
mands working in exception- 
ally hazardous areas. A permit 
system was worked out early in 
1954 and has been in effect ever 
since—a system which, accord- 
ing to Renegar, has saved lives. 

The system operates when- 
ever maintenance people must 
work where burning, welding, 
or use of spark-generating tools 
may be necessary. It operates, 
also, whenever men must enter

a tank car or other closed space 
for any reason whatsoever. 
The “Work Permit—Hazard- 
ous Area” is a long red form, 
numbered for easy follow-up. 
On it, the craft foreman in 
charge of the man or crew as- 
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‘Every special precaution is noted” 





signed to the job must describe 
in detail the work to be done. 
The departmental supervisor 
must approve the permit. The 
departmental foreman must 
personally inspect the work 
area and then initial the permit. 
Finally, the departmental per- 
sonnel are informed about the 
work covered by the permit; at 
this time, the craft foreman ini- 
tials the permit, and the work 
is started. 

If the work authorized by the 
permit isn’t finished by the end 
of the shift, another permit 
must be secured before the job 
can be completed. 

Every special safety precau- 
tion must be noted on the per- 
mit: safety clothing, safety gog- 
gles, safety helmets or gas 
masks; whether or not an air 
blower is to be used; whether 
or not a pipe line must be flush- 
ed; whether or not a gas test 


is required. Fire extinguishers 
must be kept at hand, and some- 
times the company fire marshal 
is asked to stand by. If a contin- 
uous air analysis is required, 
the departmental supervisor di- 
rects it. 

After all approvals have been 
written on the permit, one part 
(the long card is perforated and 
divided into three sections) is 
given the maintenance crafts- 
man or crew assigned to the 
work. The maintenance man 
may be asked to show his per- 
mit any time; he may not con- 
tinue work until he has pro- 
duced it, nor may he do any- 
thing not specifically covered by 
the permit. The permit may be 
lifted by any of those who ap- 
proved it. 

As soon as the job has been 
finished, orattheend of the shift, 
the first part of the permit is 
sent to the safety department 


by the craft foreman. The sec- 
ond part is retained by the de- 
partment where the work has 
been done. The third part is 
kept by the craft foreman until 
the maintenance man or crew 
returns the first part to him at 
the conclusion of the work or 
at the end of the shift; this third 
part remains in the department 
as evidence that (a) the job is 
finished or (b) there is still 
work to be done to establish 
safe conditions. 


Even when maintenance 
work is performed in an area 
where no permit is required, 
maintenance foremen must 
keep departmental supervisors 
and foremen in touch with the 
job being done. 


The whole permit system 
turns to a different approach 
when — as another numbered 
permit form puts it—“any tank, 
kettle, meter pit, boiler, or 
other enclosure” is entered. Any 
exemption to the rule can be 
made only by an official memo 
issued by the department head. 

This permit demands the sig- 
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natures of five men: mechani- 
cal foreman, maintenance sup- 
erintendent, departmental fore- 
man, departmental supervisor, 
and area engineer. 

One side of the permit, which 
also is void at the end of the 
shift on which it is approved, 
provides space for describing 
the equipment to be entered, 
the reason for the job, the pre- 
parations necessary, and the 
present condition of the equip- 
ment. The specific name of the 
person authorized to enter the 
equipment is stated. 

The other side of the permit 
supplies data on “entry prepar- 
ations, instructions, and regu- 
lations.” Results of any com- 
bustible gas test, carbon dioxide 
test, or oxygen content test are 
stated. Any other toxic tests 
(for acid or caustic fumes, for 
example) must be _ entered. 
Special precautions to be taken 
by the man doing the job are 
listed. Preparations made for 
the work are shown. 

The permit automatically is 
void unless entry into the 
equipment to be cleaned or 


worked on is made within 30 
minutes after the gas and final 
system check are taken. The 
permit is void if work is stopped 
for more than 30 minutes after 
it once has begun. 

These two permits, of course, 
by no means end the Chem- 
strand Corporation’s efforts at 
safety and good housekeeping. 

Safety committeemen, ap- 
pointed in rotation from the 
ranks of workers, are supplied 
with report books in which they 
record all unsafe conditions and 
all bad housekeeping they find 
anywhere in the plant — not 
merely in their own depart- 
ments. The report books go in- 
to the company hopper and 
come out as definitely improved 
conditions; Chemstrand doesn’t 
pigeonhole its records. 

The safety committeemen, 
furthermore, are given a list of 
33 questions to be considered 
constantly as they go through 
the plant. The list includes such 
questions as these: 

e Are aisles free of obstruc- 
tions? 

e Is a safe and free passage 
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available to each building exit? 

e Are the building walls 
clean? 

e Are windows broken? 

e Is lighting sufficient? 

e Are rest rooms clean and 
supplied with all necessary ma- 
terials? 

e Are floors clean and free 
of oil, chemicals, and water? 

e Are the outside grounds 
well kept and free of refuse? 

e Are walks and steps free of 
ice? 

e Is machinery properly 
cared for? 

The questions are all com- 
mon ones, to be sure—but the 
very fact that the safety com- 
mitteemen have specific things 
to look for is important to the 
Chemstrand housekeeping pro- 
cess. With the list of questions 
goes a thought-provoking ob- 
servation: 

“An inspector’s item list can- 
not be all-inclusive. Each in- 
spector should use his own good 
judgment in finding and report- 
ing additional hazards.” 

The list, then, is designed to 


teach committeemen what to 
look for, and at the same time 
to encourage him to think of 
good housekeeping and of safe- 
ty as a single unit. 


Perhaps the nub of the Chem- 
strand program is struck by the 
next-to-the-last question on a 
for the supervisors’ safety com- 
mittees: “Do you make the im- 
report form used by inspectors 
portance of good housekeeping 
a subject for frequent discus- 
sion with your people?” 

That question was answered 
—not untypically—by a depart- 
mental supervisor on October 
25, 1954: “Housekeeping is no 
problem. We are proud of the 
department.” 


Chemstrand people, whether 
supervisors or hourly wage 
workers, are taught to be proud 
of their departments, proud of 
the plant’s safety record, and 
proud to be a part of the never- 
ending effort to improve house- 
keeping, maintenance, and gen- 
eral working conditions even 
beyond the high level they al- 
ready have reached. e e 
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ing—and does so at the central 
control board, outside the real 
danger zone. 

Unfortunately, there are a 
great many plants in the food 
industry that have not been 
rewired in the modern man- 
ner. These are the plants that 
present the most hazardous 


conditions, although no plant 
is wholly immune to the fire 
and explosion hazard. 

There are, for example, 
plants that still have open 
wiring. Switches, fuses, and 
disconnect means are only 
partly enclosed. Sparks are 
created in opening and closing 
the switches and breakers— 
and can leap outside the par- 
tial enclosures. 

Motors, in these plants, are 
open induction types. They 
become completely coated 
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with highly combustible dust. 
Connections often are loose or 
frayed, and may easily pro- 
duce sparks. 

Electrical extension lines 
grow frayed. Bits of wire be- 
come bared. Short circuits re- 
sult, with disastrous conse- 
quences. 

Lamps set in sockets are 
covered with dust. The dust 
retards the heat radiation of 
the lamps. Finally, it may 
reach the stage of charring— 
and, with proper atmospheric 
conditions, a primary explo- 
sion is set off. The primary 
explosion is followed by a 
secondary—and cataclysmic— 
explosion. 

In the open wiring system, 
it is very easy for any handy- 
man to tap a wire. If the wire 
joints are not properly sold- 
ered and taped, they offer a 
big hazard, because of loose 
connections that may produce 
sparks. 

All lights and extension cord 
lights must be considered haz- 
ardous unless they are fitted 
with dust-tight enclosures. Bin 
lights should not be permitted; 
lights should be correctly en- 
closed above the bins, so as to 
throw their beams down into 
the bin areas. 


“Hazards Are Large” 


Even though all wiring is 
done according to modern 
methods, food plant hazards 
remain large. 

Free dust, which can, to 
some extent, be eliminated by 
blowers or exhaust fans, al- 
Ways poses a danger. Like 
death and taxes, the explosion 
hazard remains constant. 

These suggestions act as a 
guide for the periodic inspec- 
tions that should be made in 
the modern elevator or food 
mill: 

e Check all motor bearings 
and shaft bearings. Are they 
overheating? If they are, shut 
down and make the necessary 
repairs, or replace the equip- 
ment with proper bearings. 

e Check all conduit lines to 
see that none is broken loose 
where it is joined to a motor 
or other device. 

e Check the whole conduit 
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system for proper ground con- 
nections. If any are broken or 
loose, tighten or replace them 
at once. 

e Check all lighting fix- 
tures for loose-fitting joints 
or for breaks which may admit 
dust. 

e Check poorly operating 
start-and-stop buttons and the

enclosures containing them. 
Look for breaks, cracks, or 
loose contacts. 

e Check all extension cords 
for breaks or loose connec- 
tions. 

For maximum efficiency and 
flexibility, there is no getting 
around the fact that motors 
have to de located somewhere 
close to the machines they 
drive. 

For controls, this is not the 
case. A single starter, or a 
group of starters, complete 
with all necessary protective 
elements, can be installed in a 
location free from explosive 
dust. 

In the event that controls 
must be placed in areas made 
hazardous by dust conditions, 
the control enclosures must be 
fully dust-tight and explosion- 
proof. 

Motors, for maximum safety 
in elevators and food mills, 
must be enclosed and explo- 
sion-proof. There are fan- 
cooled and non-ventilated 
types of such motors. 

A typical report made by 
the Illinois Inspection Bureau 
on a large grain elevator with 
65,000 bushels of grain in stor- 
age at the time of the inspec- 
tion noted specifically these 
items: 

e A limited stock of oil in 
drums was stored in a build- 
ing containing an oil pump 
with an induction motor. The 
report called it a “serious 
hazard.” 
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e Poor first aid protection 
was provided. The report re- 
commended immediate setting 
up of adequate first aid equip- 
ment in all buildings. 

e “No smoking” signs were 
not posted. The report de- 
manded posting of such signs 
at once. 

e Poor protection was pro- 
vided by “an inadequate num- 
ber and wrong type of exting- 
uishers.” Yet there was no 
public fire protection avail- 
able, and no outside private 
protection. 


It’s worth noticing that all 
four of those especially noted 
hazards are applicable to 
many different manufacturing 
plants — not merely to grain 
elevators and food mills. All 
four hazards are easily rem- 
edied, and should be easily 
recognized without the need 
for reports from fire inspec- 
tors. @ e

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A program of this kind 
would require union coopera- 
tion. It would require careful 
management planning. It 
would require thorough ex- 
planations to employees per- 
sonally involved. But it would 
pay off substantially in low- 
ered accident rates, lowered 
compensation costs, lowered 
losses from scrap, and in- 
creased productivity. 

Improper eye coordination, 
as has been noted, may cause 
boredom. Boredom—often in- 
duced, also, by the almost 
completely automatic opera- 
tion of the machines at which 
employees work — produces 
fatigue. Fatigue has a further 
serious effect on eye coordin- 
ation, making worse what al- 
ready may be poor. 

It may be figured that, by 
the end of a normal work 
week, an employee will have 


lost anywhere from 10% to 
20% of his eye coordination— 
of his visual efficiency, to put 
it another way—simply as a 
result of fatigue. 

In addition to establishing a 
program aimed at relieving 
the hazard of boredom and 
the consequent lack of visual 
coordination, industry should 
turn more and more toward 
an effort calculated to set up 
visual standards for individ- 
ual jobs. 


Eye Coordination 
Cuts Fatigue 


What degree of vision and 
of eye coordination does a 
truck driver need? What de- 
gree, on the other hand, does 
he need if he is transferred to 
an inside job—a loading dock, 
a lathe, a drill press? What 
degree is needed by an ac- 
countant? an inspector? 

Answers to these questions 
must be obtained. They must 
be obtained for two reasons: 
adequate eye coordination on 


a given job reduces boredom 
and fatigue, which in turn in- 
duce accidents; setting up vis- 
ual standards will hold for in- 
dustry the training and skills 
of workers who may other- 
wise be lost. 


What Does Job Need? 


A simple test to determine 
whether or not a man has 
20/20 vision in either or both 
eyes is not enough, and is mis- 
leading besides. The problem 
is to determine how much his 
particular job requires in the 
way of vision, and how well 
he can meet that demand. 

How may such a creative 
program be carried out? 

The first effort probably 
should be to classify those jobs 
that need foveal vision — vi- 
sion qualified for close work 
—and those jobs that require 
very little of either foveal or 
distant vision. This latter type 
of job can use workers with as 
little as 20/100 vision, where- 
as the first group of jobs de-

mands 20/40 vision or better, 
plus good eye coordination. 

Those who have tasks that 
are exacting in respect to 
hand and foot movements 
should have strong eye coord- 
ination, unless in years of 
learning they have reached a 
high level of performance in 
their work. 


Jobs That Need 
Eye Coordination 


Jobs that involve machin- 
ery with moving parts which 
demand eye and hand coord- 
ination should be assigned on- 
ly to those with excellent eye 
coordination—or the workers 
should be especially trained 
at their jobs before they are 
allowed to begin them. 

The more technical the job 
and the higher the demand 
for efficiency in it, the more 
exacting must be the eye ex- 


amination. At the same time, 
the importance of eye coordin- 
ation increases in proportion 
to the increase in technical 
and efficiency demands. 

All this is new thinking. 
Prior to five or six years ago, 
industrial medicine had the 
idea still common among lay- 
men—the idea that visual acu- 
ity (the amount of vision in 
each eye) was the last word 
in visual efficiency. It is not, 
and specialists who deal con- 
stantly with industrial eye in- 
juries now know it is not. 

In dealing with the eyes and 
with eye injuries, we must 
keep one fact always in mind: 
no matter how extensive and 
how rewarding the treatment, 
a worker who has suffered an 
eye accident never will be the 
same again. 

Consider the Michigan tool 
and die maker who sustained 
a scar on the cornea of one eye

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as a result of an industrial 
accident. 

For the last few years, the 
man has wandered from small 
manufacturer to small manu- 
facturer in the effort to keep 
employed. His earning power 
has been slashed about 50%. 
He no longer is able to do the 
work demanded in the prepa- 
ration of dies. He would very 
much prefer to get in with a 
large company—but the pres- 
ent vision tests administered 
by the big firms exclude him. 

This worker received the 
best available medical care as 
soon as the injury occurred. 
It was not enough—and con- 
sequently he has lost income 
while industry has lost the 
services of an expensively 
trained specialist. 


Effects Last Always 


Even without a definite scar 
or easily - pointed - out vision 
loss, the worker who has suf- 
fered an eye injury has ex- 
perienced effects that can 
never be wholly remedied. 
This is due to that problem of 
eye coordination; an injury to 
the eyes interferes perman- 
ently with the ability to co- 
ordinate. 

Moreover, the matter of vi- 
sion coordination affects 
markedly muscular coordina- 
tion. The worker who has 
20/20 vision in each eye, but 
who still does not see accur- 
ately, is under a very real 
handicap; he is in danger, in 
many jobs, of having an acci- 
dent because of that inaccur- 
ate vision. 

It is high time that the old 
concepts are discarded in 
favor of the new—that indus- 
trial vision programs take in- 
to account, not an arbitrary 
‘normal,” but the actual re- 
quirements of the jobs to 
which tested workers are as- 
signed. e e

rule in apparently similar cases 


AFTER a big night drinking 
with some of the boys, Joe 
Larson, a beaterman in a pa- 
per mill, came to work on 
Wednesday bleary-eyed and 
out-of-sorts. The only thing 
that kept him going was 
knowledge that Friday was a 
paid holiday. 

As the day wore on, it be- 
came more and more difficult 
for him to keep his eyes open. 
He slipped off into the tool 
crib to sleep. 

He was rudely awakened by 
the foreman, who told him to 
punch out and stay home the 
next day, too. 

The suspension was fair 
enough, Joe thought. But he 
was sore as a boil when he 
found out he wasn’t going to 
get paid for the holiday on 
Friday. 

“Not so fast!” answered the 
personnel manager. “The un- 
ion contract says holiday pay 
will be given only to em- 
ployees who work the day be- 
fore and the day after the hol- 
iday. You were out on a dis- 
ciplinary layoff the day be- 
fore; so you don’t get paid.” 

Joe got no satisfaction as 
the case went through griev- 
ance procedure. Finally, it 
came before an arbitrator. 

The company argued that it 
was up to the worker not to 
provoke disciplinary layoffs. 
If a man comes to work too 
sleepy or tired to work safely, 
and is laid off because of it, it 
is his fault. 
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The union countered with 
the argument that the require- 
ment in the contract for work 
the day before and the day 
after a holiday was mean: to 
prevent employees from 
“stretching” a holiday by vol- 
untary absence. 

The Arbitrator’s Decision 

In general, the arbitrator 
agreed with the union’s argu- 
ment; but he went a bit fur- 
ther in his reasoning. 

Pay for certain stipulated 
holidays was a _ contractual 
right, he said, which a worker 
could be deprived of only for 
reasons which were definitely 
spelled out. The chief reason 
was absence on the days sur- 
rounding the holiday. 

However, he noted, there 
were exceptions, so that ab- 
sence in case of good cause 
wouldn’t count against the 
employee. From this, the ar- 
bitrator inferred that the com- 
pany and union, in drafting 
their contract, intended to ex- 
clude from holiday pay only 
those who took time off be- 
cause of “mere desire . . . for 
more pleasure and _ enjoy- 
ment.” 

Furthermore, the arbitrator 
said, if Joe had been given a 
disciplinary layoff of two days 
and a fraction, he would have 
been deprived of pay for Fri- 
day. A layoff of only one day 
and a fraction logically had 
to mean something different. 
Joe, therefore, got his holiday 
pay.ee

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WO IRONWORKERS were seri- 

ously injured when the 
50-ton mast of a guy derrick 
being used on a construction 
job collapsed at Leavenworth, 
Kansas. 

Both men were caught by 
steel cables which whipped 
furiously as a result of the col- 
lapse. 

Both were hospitalized. One, 
Everett O. Brown, had a brok- 
en jaw and a broken right 
shoulder, in addition to num- 
erous severe cuts about the 
head. The other, Vernon Nor- 
vell, suffered a terrific blow 
on the stomach and probable 
internal injuries. 

Brown was barely missed by 
the mast as it fell. 

The mast was loaded with 
steel beams weighing about 15 
tons. It was supported by four 
cables. The mast collapsed 
when two of these cables gave 
way. The cause of the cable 
failure was not fully deter- 
mined. 

Besides the personal injur- 
ies resulting from the acci- 
dent, the mast was damaged 
beyond repair. 


Safety Standards 


In general, United States 
and Canadian safety codes re- 
quire a safety factor of at least 
five for all cables connected 
with crane support and oper- 
ation. 

The Ontario code — typical 
of many—requires that cables 
be frequently inspected “for 
wear and defects and renewed 
when necessary.” e e

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Special oomph was put be- 
hind the safety drive in Feb- 
ruary of 48. At that time 
about 3% of all employees 
were wearing safety shoes and 
safety goggles. 

By July 1 of the same year 
it had been possible, by con- 
stant publicity and education, 
to get 80% of the workers in- 
to safety shoes. Compulsory 
wearing of safety goggles be- 
came an established rule for 
all employees in the plant. 

So: 

By 1949, the accident fre- 
quency rate was 9.2. By 1951, 
it was 7.6. By 1952, it was 0.7. 
Then the bottom dropped out 
altogether. 

For at least three straight 
years, Minneapolis - Moline 
won an Award of Merit for its 
record in reducing accidents. 

Chapter by chapter, the pro- 


gram that brought to pass 
these successes told a story the 
exact opposite of that told by 
frequency rates for the ma- 
chinery industry as a whole. 

For 1949-50, the industry 
rate was 4.74. For 1951-52, it 
averaged 6.33. In 1953, it was 
up to 6.92. 

Backbone of the Minneap- 
olis-Moline safety campaign is 
the usual plant safety commit- 
tee, composed strictly of fore- 
men. 


Committee Meets 


Outside the Plant 


Committee meetings are 
held outside the plant, on the 
foremen’s own time. Dinner is 
provided at company expense. 
The cost to Minneapolis-Mo- 
line under this arrangement 
runs about $2.25 per foreman, 
a great deal less than the cost 
would be for a three or four- 
hour meeting during working 
hours. 

Perhaps more important 
than the expense factor is 
this: outside meetings have 


produced an average of one- 
third better attendance among 
committee members. What’s 
more, the foremen have shown 
exceptionally thoughtful con- 
sideration of safety problems 
since the outside-meeting plan 
was adopted. 


Once each year foremen take 
their wives to a committee 
meeting — and pay the bill 
themselves. Five such meet- 
ings have been held since this 
program went into effect, and 
attendance by wives has hit 
100% at every session. 


Twice a year, the plant sup- 
erintendent, the assistant 
plant managers, and the plant 
managers all are invited to 
take part in committee meet- 
ings. 

Before meetings are held, 
two foremen are chosen to in- 
spect the departments man- 
aged by the other foremen. 
Special attention is given on 
these inspection tours to 
housekeeping, as well as to 
safety matters. Departments 
that fail to pass inspection are

NEW SURGICAL DRESSING 
IS BOON TO FIRST AID 


An entirely new type of sur- 
gical dressing that does away 
with the pain and bleeding of- 
ten associated with the removal 
of standard gauze from a heal- 
ing wound has been introduced 
for hospital and clinical use. 

In a short time, a similar 
product that can be sold over 
the counter in drug stores will 
be available for marketing. In 
hospitals, sterilization of a non- 
sticking dressing offers little 
trouble; but for general public 
use, it does. 

Before it was announced, the 
dressing was tested on 918 hos- 
pital patients. In all but eight 
extreme cases, it was a com- 
plete success. The dressing was 
removed from the stump of an 
amputated toe without causing 
pain, and without soaking. A 
California specialist used the 
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dressing for eye surgery. One 
surgeon reported 100% “take” 
in skin grafts when the dress- 
ing was employed, although he 
had hoped for not more than 
80%. 


The dressing has an unwoven 
web of highly absorbent cotton 
fabric for its base. A non-wet- 
table film is sealed to the base; 
the film is pierced by numer- 
ous holes that are large enough 
to allow rapid absorption of 
liquids by the fabric, yet small 


enough to hold back the gran- 
ulating tissue that makes gauze 
cling to open wounds. The film 
side of the dressing goes next 
to the wound, with the fabric 
side out. 


The dressing can be removed 
simply by peeling it back, as 
one would peel a banana. Pati- 
ents and doctors alike appreci- 
ate the fact that the removal 
causes no pain, no bleeding, 
and no damage to the covered 
area.

LAST SUMMER, a Stevens Point, Wisconsin, utility 
crew was laying a four-inch cast iron main ex- 
tension pipe for a gas line. 

The extension was being made in an excava- 
tion involving sand conditions. Two men were 
needed to break down side walls ahead of the 
digger buckets, in order to taper the ditch from 
5% feet at the top to 27 inches at the bottom. The 
ditch was five feet deep. 

The street was surfaced with about a one- 
foot base (under blacktop) of very hard ground. 

One man working in the excavation was struck 
by a piece of the hardpan which broke loose from 
beneath the blacktop. His leg was broken. 

Study of the accident—which might well have 
occurred in manufacturing plant operations as 
well as in utility work—brought forth these sug- 
gestions for possible preventive action: 

e Keep all loose dirt away from the edge of 
the pit. This removes pressure on the area and 
helps reduce break-offs and cave-ins. 

e When excavations with straight sides, in 
hard ground, reach a depth of three feet or more, 
use sheeting along the sides. 

e In sandy or other loose soil, taper the exca- 
vation widely; sheeting is, of course, impractical. 

e Keep tools and other heavy objects away 
from the edge of the excavation.

ONLY HEART DISEASE and cancer cause more deaths 
than accidents among American men during the 
working ages of 15 through 64, according to the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company. At ages 
15 through 39, more men die from accidental in- 
juries than from any other cause. 

Company statisticians noted that material pro- 
gress has been made in reducing the accident toll 
among men at the working ages. The reduction 
has amounted to about one-third over the past 
20 years. 

“The attitudes and behavior of individuals re- 
main the focal point of the safety problem,” the 
statisticians concluded.

PROLONGED EXPERIMENTS have resulted in produc- 
tion by a Dutch footwear factory of a safety rub- 
ber boot which has been approved by the Central 
Factory Inspectorate in The Netherlands. A pat- 
ent is pending.

Despite the 
steel, the boot is flexible and easy to wear.
